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handed to the public, I think 
it is time everybody learned the 
real story behind Summer- 
field’s uncalled for action. 

To begin with, when Mr 
Summerfield came before the 
Appropriations Committee last 
year and told us how much 
money he needed to run the 
Post Office for fiscal year 
1957, it Was given to him with- 
out an argument, Actually, the 
Appropriations Committe gave 
him $5 million more than he 
asked for, 

Instead of following a sen- 
Sible program, he ran wild, 
In the first quarter he over- 
spent by $7 million, In the se- 
cond quarter he overspent $14 
million. After the first nine 
months he was $32 million 
overspent, 

During my years on the Ap- 
propriation Committee I have 
never seen a worse case ol 
slipshod management by any 
government agency, 

He gave Congress no warning 

as that he was running behind. 

i ‘ ‘ Pt The first intimation that he 
H was overspending came the last 

month of the third quarter 
when he suddenly submitted an 
estimate and demanded im- 
mediate action by the House. 

The Congress knows that the 
post office must stay in busi- 
ness. And even if Mr. Summer- 
field used bad business judg- 
ment we were ready to keep the 
mails running. To this end we 
once voted to give him an ad- 
ditional $41 million to pull him 
out of the hole. This gave him 
$48 million more than he ori- 
ginally asked for, 

In spite of that, he took 
the drastic step of curtailing 
the mail service. 

There was no reason for this 
action. unprecedented in Ame- 
rican History, unless it was to 
cover up waste and extrava- 
gance and inefficiency in his 
administration, 

The whole truth is this. Mr. 
Summerfield had plenty of 
money. He still had left close 
to half a billion dollars of his 
first appropriation. Most of the

William Jackson Stokes, Cof- 
fee County's representative in 
the Alabama Legislature, enjoys 
the distinction of being the 
second youngest member, The 
Representative from Jacks¢ 
County is younger, being cniy 
25, while Mr, Stokes is 28 

However, Mr, Stokes was only 
21 years old when he took 
olfice the first term and is 
the only Representative from 
Cottee County who has succec- 
ded himself. Notwithstanding 
his tender years, he made his 
presence felt from the beginn 
ing and has been recognized 
as one of the active, aggressive 
and iniluental legislators at 
every session, 


presentative Stokes has 
showed himself to be unusually 
nmonest and conscientious and 
hews to the line of what he 
thinks is right, 

Mr, Stokes said Saturday 
that so far he has introduced 
two state-wide bills. He said 
he had introduced no local bills 
yet, but intends to do so in 
due time, 

One state-wide measure he 
indroduced would give the 
State Insurance Department 
the power to appoint an attor- 
ney in damage cases. 

The other state-wide bill he 
introduced would require ille- 
gitimate children to establish 
their paternity before they 
would be eligible to draw as- 
sistance from the public Wel- 
fare Department. 

Under existing laws, Mr, 
Stokes explained, no paternity 
establishment is required. He 
said he believes parents of ille- 
gitimate children should have

bies determination revealed no 
Negri bodies, but subsequent 
animal inoculation of the brain 
material revealed that rabies 
virus was present in the sali- 
vary glands, 

It said there is no question 
that the dog was suffering 
from rabies and the isolation 
of rabies virus is conclusive 
evidence that this infection 
was present in the animal. The 
finding of rabies virus in the 
Salivary glands would indicate 
that any animals bitten by this 
dog also were exposed to ra- 
bies. Approximately 5 to 10 per 
cent of animals will not show 
Negri bodies even though ra- 
bies virus is isolated from brain 
and salivary glands. 

The Council expressed its in- 
tention to put on an intensive 


anti-rabies campaign in the 
future. All dogs not having 


been vaccinated and ownerless 
canines will be disposed of. 

The parking situation was 
discussed, but no action taken.
